Both Cliina utid Japan are at pres<'ut 
keenly alert for urtieles enutrabaiid of 
war, iuid to this the delay iii tl!>- ar- 
rivjU of the Sikli is attributable. The 
gOTenunent has d>,H'liue<i to con.sider 
rice as ooutrabuud of war, but ixjth 
belligerents claim it to such and u.s4' 
every endeavor to intercept rice carry- 
ing ves.sel9. The feikh was delayed at 
Shanghai by a Chinese gunboat, which 
made an effort to gain pos.session of the 
rice portion of her cargo. The British 
ooQsal objected and the merchantman 
waa allowed to proceed. 

It ia almost impoMible to get reliable 
war new* anywhere in the east, even at 
Shanghai. Thii trip the steamer pas-sed 
▼eryoloae to the Foo-Chow furts and 
saw the Chineie garriaon drawn np in 
line. They were all atthred in flowing 
sock gowns of gandy color and hud 
high, three-coruerodiiilk hate, and mode 
a cnrioos spectacle. Theae forta are in 
charge of an Englishman, the aon of a 
naval offloer, and are said to be exceed- 
in >;ly strong. One of their SO-toii guns 
bur.-,t some tiiiu- ago, killing several 
men. It is neju'rally nuderstood this 
oeeurred throuRli ignorance in handling 
it, 

China is now luiriyiiig an ai-iiiy of 
hundredi of thousands of men through 
northern China to Corea. tut as they 
are subsisting on the pnxlucts of the 
country flinmgh whieh they tuv paissing 
and most of u is uamutainoiw it is h.ird 
to say with wii.U suei-V.s.s they will meet. 

Most of tl»e men eulist*Kl and drafted 
into the China army iir»' eo dies of tlM' 
low order. The Chinese' have 1h-<ui 
iilferiug great indui.<ejiient-s t.o Kuro|x ans 
and Ainericiuis to eater th« ir s< rvice 
and have socTire^l many. < >n thf othei 
hand, the .Tapano^' have no ootaiders in 
any branch of the sei-\ K»i'. 

Uu the way owr on tlie la.st trip to 
the Orient, the Silili pa-^.styl tJu-ouKli a 
fleet of aO Japaiie>«e ships. They were 
divided into four divisiona with hve 
bliips in eadi diTtakm. They were well 
handled. 

At the smaller Chinese ports all man- 
ner of outra^ces have been committeil on 
reaident Japiiue>«e, and in some places 
Portuguese nave btieu robbed. At Tien- 
Tain the child of the Japanese consul 
waa abdnoted, and when he took his 
leay« to Ntnrn to bis country, his legs 
and arma wwe tied and he waa carried 
to the wharf with a bamboo atick 
through his ^trms.

Chliiete Troops In Northern Corea Killing

SHANQliAi, Sept. 10.— It is reported 
that the Chinese forces are ooraered in 
northern Corea without supplies and; 
are killing their cavalry poniea for food. 

All the foreim emfdoyea in the Jap- 
anese doc^kyarda have been diamiaaed. 
This was done in order that the extent 
of the injuries to the warships of the 
Japanese nmyj ahoold not baoome 
known.

Much sickne.-ts is also reported to pre- 
vail in the Chines*.' camp. 

It IS rumored that :t.s,()()0 Chinese 
troops ai'e eucami>e<l on the nortli liank 
of the river Imichiu waiting for favor- 
able weather to attack the Japanese 
position a few miles tooth of the Imi- 
chiu. 

It is reported on good local authority 
that the mikado of Japan, accompanied 
by the ministers of war and mai-iue and 
his general statt, is proceeding to 
Heroamma, a point where tiie troopa of 
Japan gather to emiiark.

Dfi.iTii, Sept 10. — ^Poro.-'t fires ^vm-r 
renewo*! a,Min yesterday m this r. i,'j m 
by a heavy s )iitliwe.-.t ^'ale whii li ~t m I- 
ily in<jrease<l in force. The bright sun 
was shut out and the horizon again to> ik 
on the sickly yellow coat of the fatal 
Saturday a week 070. There was great 
e.veitemeut liere a'ld i vi iyone rushed 
to the t( lefjraph a',:d tram 'lisjAVtcli ers' 
oflicef>. 

The sen.sation was iiit< iisitit<l by thr 
breaking out of fiar-t tires in thf rity 
limits. Fire crept aii-und in tlw under- 
growth at Oij'tata and cau.seid s(.)me up 
pnhensiou, for this is in the vicinity of 
the Mesiiba ore dock. Then an al.irin 
came iu from Dulutli Height^t, a suburb 
at the top of the hill, which is suiTouud- 
ed by timber. Tlie fire department 
sent up a detachment which, a little 
later, sent for a tire engine. 

Then excit^Mnout was at fever pitch 
for news hml been coming in of the 
sidetrockiug of a St. Paul and Dnluth 
pa.ssenger train because of fires on all 
sides of them, and Mora, on the Eastern 
Minnesota road, wa« report^l on fire. 

At Keirick the inhabitants put iu tiie 
afternoon fighting the tire, but thought 
in the evening the danger was over. 

Barurm, too, had a narrow escape all 
the afternoon. 

At Kimborly, on the Northern Pa- 
cific, only a large gang of railway la- 
borers saved the town. 

There was a state of terror among the 
refugees at Pine City, when the St. 
Paul and Dnluth limited passed through, 
for it waa feared another oyolone of tirt.- 
was at hiuid. 

At M o'cliK'k the wind shifted from 
s<nithwest to northwest, thus driving' 
back the flames, and at 11 o'elcx'v li 1 1 
almo.st entirely died away. No danger 
is now foated unless the gain springs up 
again.

The records of the Treasury Depart- 
ment show that during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1894, the payment as 
bounty on sugar aggregated Sl-',099,899, 
of which amount $11,114,290 was on cane 
sugar, $852,174 on beet sugar, $17,812 on 
sorghum and ?1U>,121 on maple. 

Of the bounty on cane sugar 910,808,896 
w as paid to producers in the State of 
Louisiana, ?22n,l'i(> to those in Texas, 
f 22,123 iu Florida, and §155 in Mississippi. 

The records alsoshow that the $11,114,- 
290 bounty on cane sugar was paid to .'>7.s 
producers, which makes an average of 
^li»,]!i5.0t) to each producer. 

The amount paid as bounty on beet 
sugar was divided among seven producers 
or factories, making the average payment 
to each $121,739. 

The figures on acreage for the year 
ended June 30, IS'M, are not yet all in, 
i)Ut those for the preceding year show 
that in the State of Louisiana the bounty 
averaged $17.52 for each acre <)f cane pro- 
duced, in Texas ^37.00 per acre and in 
Florida $58.28 per acre. It is l>elieved

STANTON'S MONUMENT." 



Th« Demt of the National Oafltol So 
OaUed in Honor of a Klfl* 
▼iUeMan. 

ft is not generally known that the 
dome of the National Capitol is called 
"Stanton's Monument," yet such is a 
fact, and this name was given it in honor 
of the late Judge Richard H. Stanton, of 
this city. 

While representing this district in 
Congress be was Chairman of the Com- j 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds, j 
and did much to adorn and beautify the 
city of Washington. He introduced the 
first bill for the erection of the dotue of 
the Capitol, and asked an initial ap- 
propriation of $60,000, which was laughed 
at as a monstrous extravagance, and it 
was only through the most strenuous 
eflfort that it was passed. At the suc- 
ceeding .session he asked and obtained 
with like difficulty another appropriation 
of $100,000, and at the next term $600,000. 
The entire cost of the dome when l oin- 
pleted exceeded $1,000,000, exchi.sive of 
the allegorical fresco on the ceiling of the 
dome, which alone cost $40,000. 

Judge Stanton was also instrumental 
in giving the name of Washington to 
one of the States of the Union. When 
the question of establishing the Terri- 
tory of Columbia was before Crmgress, 
he moved to strike out the word Colum- 
bia and Insert Washington, and to the 
adoi)tion of this motion is due the name 
of the present State. 

The Patriotic Commemoration Club of 
Walla Walla, Wa>hins:fon, organized 
last February, will hold ajtpropriate ser- 
vices at an early date in memory of 
Judge Stanton, commemorative of the 
part he took in giving their State its 
present name.
